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REMARKS 

Initially, Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the Notice of Allowance mailed 
September 22, 2005 indicating that claims 1-14, 16-21 and 23-26 are allowed. 

Further, Applicants thank Examiner Suchecki for the telephone interview granted the 
Applicants' representative on October 19, 2005. During the telephone interview, the Examiner's 
Amendment to claim 26 amending the claim to recite "essentially linear movements" instead of 
"essentially linearly movements" was discussed. In particular. Applicants' representative 
indicated that claim 25 also recites "essentially linearly movements." Examiner Suchecki 
recommended filing an Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.312 to amend the claims to recite 
"essentially linear movements" in claims 26 instead of "essentially linearly movements." 
Further, Examiner Suchecki agreed that claims 3 and 20 could also be amended to recite 
"essentially linear movement" instead of "essential linear movement," to thereby correct the 
minor typographical error and provide appropriate antecedent basis. 

Accordingly, entry of this Amendment under 37 C.F.R. § 1.312 is respectfully requested.
